Iu the Nisi Priua Court at tho Liv- 
erpool Assizas it was found that ouo 
of the jurymon, named Louis Wilde, 
who had been sworn in a caso com- 
inouced tho previous day, hud not 
arrived. Tho case was proceeded with 
in his absence, and in a quarter of an 
hour he came into Court. In roply to 
tho Judge (Baron Brumwoll), tho juror 
said he had no particular explanation 
to give for his delay. His Lordship: 
"Thon I fine you £2; you know I 
warned you last night to be in time." 
The juror: "You can have tho £2 if I 
can go homo and not coino back." His 
Lordship: "Then I will fine you £5, 
and you will have to remain in Court." 
Tho juror: "Very well, sir; you can 
havo it." His Lordship: "Bo quiet, 
sir. I advise you to behave yourself, 
or I will do something else besides 
lining you." Tho juror thou became 
silent. 

Through an accident on Friday 
afternoon to the winding apparatus at 
tho Clifton Hall Colliery, Manchester, 
the shaft was blocked.

"We cannot shut our eyes to the fact 
that publio opinion in Victoria is very 
pronounced on the Eailway question, 
and that the situation has become 
more seriouB since the not result of 
the interview between Earl Dufferin 
and the popular deputation has been 
printed. His Excellency seems to 
have mot the deputation and express- 
ed the views of Lord Carnarvon and 
the Canadian Ministry frankly and 
freely. For his frankness he is to bo 
applauded. He hns made no effort to 
Bugarcoat the pill; but has told us 
plainly that tho Island road will never be 
built as a Government work. No false 
hopes are held out. The ambiguity 
and vaguoness that a politician who 
while saying a good deal really says 
nothing would employ are wanting in 
the Governor -General's remarks. Ho 
was instructed to express the views of 
the Colonial Office, and he has put 
them forward in a manner that cannot 
be misunderstood. "The Island road 
abandoned," says Lord Dufferin, "tho 
only question to be decided is one of 
compensation." In plain wordB, what 
sum will bo required to compensato 
the country for past delays in railway 
■work and for the non-construction of 
the Island road as a Government work ? 

, That ia the issue before the Province 
to-day— the issue it is called on to 

_ : discuss.. 

"We confess to a feeling of disap- 
pointment as to the result of the in- 
terview. We had indulged in the 
hope that the British Government 
would aid pecuniarily the efforts of the 
Canadian Government to carry out tho 
Carnarvon settlement, which was sug- 
gested and framed by the former Gov- 
ernment. When the celebrated 
Minute of Council appeared in',Novem- 
• ber last we unhesitatingly declared 
that the terms offered were such as 
could not and would not be agreed to 
by the Province; adding that it was 
immaterial whether the Island road 
was built as a Dominion Government 
work or with compensation-money so 
long as it did not cost the Pro- 
vince one dollar. We have seen 
no reason to alter that opinion, and, 

- indeed, it iB strengthened by the re- 
marks of the Governor-Genoral. Wo 
know now that the question is one of 
compensation, and it occurs to us to 
ask, would the country weaken its 
claim on the Dominion and Imperial 
Governments by agreeing to accept a 
moDey payment as a subsidy to 
a private company ? This is a 
point for popular consideration and 
reflection; but there must exist in the 
popular mind the fear that should the 
Province consent to accept a certain 
sum, and tho Lower House agreed 
to give it it would fail in the Sen- 
ate—that the dozy Conservatives who 
constitute the majority of that august 
House would treat the measure as they 
treated the Island Railway Bill; and 
then the agitation would be renewed 
and the difficulty bo as far from settle- 
ment as before. It would not do to 
run the risk of incurring further dis- 
appointments. Tho country cannot 
stand any more delays- Scores of men 
have brought their families here and 
have boen induced under promise of 
the early commencement of railway 
construction to invest their means in 
the Province. Tho losses such persons 

have sustained by the failure of the 
railway scheme are large. A feeling 
of irritation on their part is most nat- 
ural, and tho sufferers aro entitled to 
the warmest sympathy. Wo do not 
think tho country should stop to in- 
quire by whom the road is to bo built 
eo long as it is built; and a respectful, 
yet firm, demand on the Colonial Offico 
for tho fulfilment of tho Carnarvon 
Terms, or an Imperial guarantee to a 
company undertaking it, would, we fool 
confident, meet with a favorable re- 
sponse. 

It occurs to us horo to ask the gen- 
tlemen who have taken a prominent 
part in tho proceedings under discus- 
sion, what ateps havo been taken to 
enlist tho co-operation of the Mainland 
in any movement that may bo inaugu- 
rated for tho speedy sottloment of our 
difficulties? It ia essential to the 
success of tho movement that the 
views of both sections should 
be harmonised, so that tho Pro- 
vince might not as one man. There 
ought to be no dissensions— no sectional 
differences should crop np to provent the 
prosecution of an objoot which all have a 
common interest in attaining. It will not 
do to ignore any part of the Province. 
All should bo asked to express their 
views by deputation or otherwise. Has 
this been done? Or is it in contempla- 



tion? Let the speediest and best means 
be adopted for ascertaining tho reul son- 
timonts of the country nt largo. It will 
not do for ono section to follow the ex- 
ample of tho man who cut off his legs 
because they would not oboy the impulse 
of his brain. We hope to Bee tho coun- 
try united on any schomo that may bo 
arranged. Lot tho people remember that 
in union is strength, and laying aside 
party and sectional differences coino to- 
gether /or tho publio good. 

Above oil, while we advise firmness and 
oneness of purposo, wo counsel modera- 
tion. Vulgar abuso and incitement to 
deods of violence should bo frowned 
down. Columbia has a good cause. Let 
it not bo damaged by savage appeals to 
tho "knife," or by insults offered to Her 
Majesty's representative, who has como 
horo charged with an important duty; 
who has met tho peoplo frankly and who 
has expressed an earnest deBiro to assist 
them by ovory moans in Iub power. Lord 
and Lady Dufferin aro tho honored guests 
of tho country. They wero invited to 
come west by tho unanimous voice of the 
Legislature, and tho people should de- 
procato allusions that aro calculated to 
wound their feelings and render then- 
visit disagreeable, besides, in all proba 
bility, damaging a good causo. 



Canadian Mail. 



(Per steamer Isabel.) 

St. John, Aug. 8. — Young Rankin, 
tho clork in the St. John Post-office; 
arraigned to-day, charged by Inspec- 
tor Dowo with opening and taking 
money from letters passing through 
St. John Post-ofiieo, was remanded 
until Thursday. The 'Evening Globe' 
says in post-office circles this matter 
creates a good deal of excitement, inr 
asmuch as it brings up tho Waterbury 
case again. Mr. Waterbury was dis- 
missed by Mr. Dowo, acting in the 
public interests, because of strong 
suspicions against him, and tho latter 
gontleman instituted proceedings 
against tho Chief Inspector for defam- 
ation of character. It has not yet been 
tried. The fact that Rankin was at 
the time in some way connected with 
the receipt of letters on which the sus- 
picion of Waterbury was based, now 
leads to tho presumption that Water- 
bury may have boen innocent. 

Mr. Mackenzie is inspecting tho 
publio works in the St. Lawrence, be- 
tween Montreal and Quobec. 

Tho decease of tho Hon. John R<j- 
bortson, one of tho Senators from Now 
Brunswick— which was announced in 
Saturday's "Globe" — creates tho fifth 
vacancy in the Senate. The deceased 
or retiring Senators aro as follows: — 
Hon. Ebenezer Perry, Ontario. Hon. 
Sir E. Kenny, Nova Scotia. Hon. Johu 
Holmes, Nova Scotia. Hon. John Ro- 
bertson, New Brunswick. Hon. A. K. 
C. Delovy Lanzon, Quobec. 

The seats of Sir Edward Kenny and 
Mr. DeLevy wero vacated, tho first by 
absence for two sessions, tho second 
by resignation; the three others by 
death. Senator Perry had attained 
the ripo ago of 88; Sir Edward Kenny 
is 7G; Senator Holmes was 87; Senator 
Robertson's age is not stated in "Mor- 
gan," but he was well advanced in 
years; Mr. Delevy is comparatively 
young, having beon born in 1818, 
which makes him only 58. Tho late 
Senator Robertson was a Liberal in 
politics; the others were all Conserva- 
tives.— Toronto Globe. 

"Windsor, Aug. 7.— This morning be- 
tween sevon and eight o'clock Hubert 
Webb, John Morgan and William Swit- 
zer drovo up in a buggy hired at a livery- 
stable to tho banking office of Mr. J. W. 
Holton, near the Postoffice. Mr. Holton's 
son -was alone in tho office. Wobb and 
ono of his companions entered the bank, 
tho other remaining in the buggy. Webb 
went behind the counter, drew a revolver 
on young Holton, and ordered him to 
"hIiow up." Holton refused to do so and 
throw up his arm and knocked the revol- 
ver up. At the biiiiio moment Webb 
tired, the ball Btrikiug tho wall above 
Holton's bend. Holton shouted "mur- 
der," and a crowd rushed in tho direction 
of the office. 

The men then sprang into tho buggy 
and startod off, but tho crowd was so 
great that the horse refused to move after 
thov bad gone about a block from the 
office. Tho robbors then jumped from 
tho buggy, Webb at the same tiruo tiling 
at Mr. David McGregor who had hold of 
the horse. They then run down Pitt 
street and took to tho street railway to- 
wards Sandwich, but had only gone a 
few blocks when they jumped into Mr.T. 
C. Button's garden and sought to hide 
themsolves in the grass. Switzer did not 
remain long there, however, but went on 
down tho street railway, pursued by Mr. 
Joseph McKoand and Mr. Edwin Bennett, 
Switzer firing nt tho latter every timo tliey 
closed in upon him, and McKeand at the 
same timo firing several shots at tho fugi- 
tive. 

After thoy had gone half a mile farther, 
Mr. Bennett mounted a horso and rodo 
past Switzer, then dismounted and at- 
tempted to close in on Switzer, who again 
fired. Bennett succeeded in getting hold 
of the follow and soon overpowered him. 
In tho meantime Mr. Bsines. Chief of 
Police, and a number of citizens, had ar- 
resten Webb and Morgan in Mr. Sutton's 
garden, one having thrown away his re- 
volver and tho other a slingshot. 

Webb is about twenty-three yearB of 
ago, and was born and raised in London, 
Ont., which ho had left a short time ago, 
as tho police wanted him for burglary. 
Chief Wigmoro was hero last night in 
pursuit of him Morgan is from Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., but for a year has resided in 
Detroit. Ho is n plumber, and had to 
leavo Detroit to avoid arrest recently. 
Switzer lias resided in Windsor, and tho 
authoritcs of Detroit desire his services 
at the llouso of Correction. 

Tho prisoners had a full sot of bur- 
glars' tools of tho mo:it modern design in 
tho buggy. Their trial is down for Fri- 
day next,

T Tlie total valuo of dutiable goods im- 
ported into this Province during tha year 
ending Juno 30th, 1870, amounts to 83,- 
289,571, against $1,977,112 the valuo of 
similar goods imported during the pre- 
ceding year. The valuo of fruegood-i ini- 
portod duringthe year just ended win S558,- 
020, against a total of 8291,355. /or 1874. 
Value of coin and bullion imported dur- 
ing 1875-70 was $150,000, af,"""^ 275 . 000 
for the year 1874-75. Tbe total amount 
of duties paid during 1875-70 was $488,- 
384, against 8413,901 for the preceding 
twelve months, showing an increase of 
duties received amounting to 874,483 
during tho year ending June 30th, 1870, 
as comparod with the year ending June 
30th, 1875.

Vienna, Aug. 21.— A special to tho 
Telegraph asserts that Prince Milan, in 
apito of tho war party, roeeivod tho com- 
munication of England with considerable 
favor and is personally inclined to appeal 
to tho Powers for mediation. 

London, Aug. 22. — A telegram from 
Semlin says forty thousand Turks met tho 
Servians botwoou Supovatz and Alexinatz 
on Sunday. The battlo was renewed on 
Monday. It is considered probahlo tho 
Servians will fall back to Alexinatz, and a 
decisive battlo will bo fought there. If 
If tho Servians win that fight tho war will 
be continued. If tho Turks are victorious 
tho Servians will bo willing to conclude 
paoeo. Turkish official dispatches report 
that the Ottaman forces defeated tho Ser- 
vians near Alexinatz and occupied thoir 
positions, and that the Servian Iosbos were 
considerable.

THE HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY OUT 
MANOEUVRING GOVERNOR 
HENNESSY. 



From the Daily News. 
Some idea of the heat of tho politi- 
cal feeling generated iu Barbadoes by 
recent controversies may bo derived 
from a despatch addressed by Govern- 
or Hennessy to Lord Carnarvon ou 
May 29th, in which ho gives an ac- 
count of tho circumstances attending 
the colobratiou of the Queen's Birth- 
day in that colony. It appears that ho 
sont invitation cards for tho usual ban- 
quet to tho Speaker and tho loading 
members of tho Houso of Assembly, 
but those gentlemen, with only two 
exceptions, declined to make their np- 
pearance at Government Houso. His 
invitations wero similarly treated by 
the members of tho Legislative Coun- 
cil, except iu the case of Sir J. Sealy, 
a former Attorney-General; Mr. Hon- 
nossy fixed the 27th of May for the 
celebration, whereupon, tho Speaker 
and tho House of Assembly, iu order, 
as it would appear, to steal a march 
upon His Excellency, issued invita- 
tions for an ollicial dinner on the 2-lth, 
tho actual anniversary of Her Majesty's 
birthday. The Governor states that 
tlus was tho first time in tho history of 
Barbadoes that tho Assembly gave 
such a dinner; and wo would fain hope 
that in no othor colony will such an ex- 
ample of bad manners bo imitated. 
Nothing could better illustrate the 
narrowness which unfortunately is too 
characteristic of small colonial com- 
munities. Tho House of Assembly 
happens to differ from tho representa- 
tive of tho Crown on various questions 
of 2)ublic policy, but not content with 
giving constitutional expression to tho 
views on these subjects which it thinks 
proper to entertain, it must needs 
carry its hostility into thoso social re- 
lations which assuredly ought to be 
kopt free from the rancour of party. 
Such a celebration of the Queen's 
birthday can in no sense bo regarded 
as a compliment to Her Majesty. Lord 
Carnarvon in commenting on tho oc- 
currence, says: — "I regret that party 
feeling should run so high, aud still 
more that a day and occasion specially 
connected with the Queen, which so 
far as I know, has never before been 
dragged into tho arena of local con- 
troversy, should havo been selected 
for this rather unseemly exhibition of 

political feeling." 

— . — 

The Frequent Nn?.— It is becoming 
tho custom, we ("Medical Examiner") 
hear — not so much,porhaps,in London 
as in others seats of commerce, such as 
Livorpool, Manchester, Birmingham, 
&c. — to seal most business transac- 
tions with "a drink," which varies ac- 
cording to circumstances from "the 
pint of bitter" to "the bottle of spark- 
ling." It is further stated on reliable 
authority that this custom is equally 
in vogue at all hours in the day. The 
partners in large houses do not, per- 
haps, put tho huishing touch to their 
transactions iu the open way that their 
juniors do, but tho bottlo of sherry 
and the tin of biscuits are generally 
close at hand in the private ollice, and 
are called into requisition mure fre- 
quently than is either necessary or ex- 
pedient. This habit is ono against 
which wo cannot too strongly inveigh. 
As far as health is concerned, it is more 
than probable that small but repeated 
doses of alcohol do far greater injury 
to tho tissues thau larger quantities, 
such as those taken by the working 
man when Saturday niyht comes 
round. Tho experience of most phy- 
sicians would probably bo that the 
patient whose health has boeu wreck- 
ed by drinking is the man who has 
been in tho habit of taking frequent 
sips of liquor. Such men will often 
boast that they have never been drunk 
in their lives, but their livers are 
nevertheless hopelessly "hob-nailed" 
from alcohol. It would bo sad to seo 
such a result arising amongst our 
young business men from tho friendly 
but deleterious habit of the "frequent 
nip." 

The nows from China, brought to 
San Francisco on tho 2'Jth of May by 
tho Bteamship Gaelic from Hongkong, 
is uncomfortable, not to say alarming 
A panic, it is stated, has boon produc 
ed in numorous cities in China owing 
to tho mysterious disappearance of 
tho pigtails of a largo number of tho 
populace. This phenomenon is attri 
buted by some porsous to tho machin- 
ations of an organized band of mis 
creants, who, mixing iu tho crowds at 
night, find no difficulty with tho help 
of a pair of scissors or sharp knife in 
performing their nefarious oporat 
Ou tho other hand, a general impres- 
sion prevails among a largo class of 
citizens that tho romoval of tho p 
tails is effected by supernatural 
agency-. The matter, by latest accounts 
was becoming exceedingly serious, for 
ovon ihoso who maintained that the 
pigtails wero carried olY by human 
hands wore divided in their opinion 
as to tho reason which prompted the 
commission of tho outrage. Some bo 
lievo it to have a political bearing, 
while others inclino to the opinion 
that it is merely a mean dovico of 
genious speculators in human hair on 
a largo scale. Assuming this viow to 
bo corroct, tho missing pigtails will 
not improbably bo found on the heads 
of English ladios iu tho form of chig- 
nons.
